
HOBS£S AT LOUISVILLE. 



“There are dow three hundred horeei at the 
Dowue, and within two weeks there will be at 
least two hundred more. The Downs was nerer 
in batter shape for training purposes, and since 
the track at Lexington has been closed it has 
been necessary for the owners in that section 
to send their horses here to be put in shape for 
the spring campaign,’’ says a recent letter from 
LonisTille to Morning Telegraph. 

“The trainers have begun to send their horses 
along, and within the next two weeks it will be 
possible to get a line on what some of the can* 
didatea for the different Dorbys are going to do. 
One of the best-looking horses there is W. C. 
Whitney’s Jean Berand, He is entered in nearly 
all the richest stakes in the country and was 
neyhr in better shape than be is at the present 
time. If no accident happens between now and 
the time he goes east he will be a factor in the 
race every time be starts. Killaahandra and 
Kinley Mack are also looking well, having win- 
tered finely. Besides these Wimmer has a num- 
ber of untried two-year-olds in the Wbitney- 
Paget string that give considerable promise. 

“Of coarse, no especially fast time has been 
made by any of the horses at the Downs up to 
this time, but S. B. Brown has two fillies by 
Troubadour that have reeled off a quarter in 
24i very handily, and with 115 pounds up. One 
of them is a full sister to Trueligbt and the 
other is a sister to Diser. Trainer John Bed- 
man, who has the Brown string in charge, has 
great hopes for these two youngsters. 

“But the colt that attracts the most attention 
hero is Lieutenant Gibson, the great Derby 
candidate cf Gbas. H. Smith. He has spread 
oat wonderfully, and the son of G. W. Johnson 
—Sophia Hardy, with Boland up, seems to have 
the Kentucky Derby at bis mercy. It is true 
there has been no play on him yet in the winter 
books, althongh the odds are 4 to 1, but this is 
due to the lack of confidence in the poolrooms. 

“Lieutenant Gibson is naturally the favorite 
for all the Dtrbys, but, then, there is many a 
slip between the cup ;and the lip. There is 
John Madden, with Waring, Kilmarnock and 
others entered. The owner of Hambnrg Place 
is not saying a word about what his colts can 
do, and nobody has a line on them. Thus far 
they have been given their work on the farm. 

“Pet Dunne’s Reminder is also a fine looker, 
and trainer West thinks wall of him, but it re- 
mains to be seen whether be has Derby timber 
in him. He is big and strong and has never 
flickered when asked to do a good strong gallop 
with weight up. 

“George J. Long hes at least two that be in- 
aiets will stsrt in the Kentucky Derby. They 
are Hindus, Magnus or Orontns. All three are 
i n fine shape, have been worked some and show 
form. Magnus will be apt to be the one left in 
the stable. Of the ether two Orontns is thought 
to be the better. 

“MiddletonI & Jnngbluth may come to the 
front again with a Derby starter, but it is not 
certain yet. Kentucky Farmer does not seam 
to be in the same class with Lieutenant Gibsen. 

“A great deal of interest is taken here in the 
Memphis . Oaks. Of course. Dr. Bnscbmeyer 
tainka be istgoing to win the stake with Eliza- 
beth Klein, but Scott Williams has been send- 
ing Scarlet Lily and Lady Elite along so well 
recently that he is of the opinion that at least 
one of them will give Elizabeth a rnn for the 
money. Williams thinks Princess Fedora has a 
chance, too, and as these contenders are all 
from this section,|there is, of course, a rivalry 
between them and opinion is divided, 

“The many friends of Orville West, Jr., will 
be glad to learn that be has been able to gat 
back into the game again. Ha has a small 
atring of font younfstera Quartered at the 



Downs, and they all look well. It will be re- 
membered that Orville had a fair string seme 
years ago, but he journeyed to New Orleans and 
went against the wall to the extent of about 
|80,C00. Then he returned to his home in Jeffer- 
sonville, lad., and gave out that he was done 
with the business forever and a day, as they say 
in the fairy story books. Now ha has another 
stake and will race here and then at St. Louis. 

“Peter Bitser has a fairly good little equine 
family this season There are eight horses in the 
bunch, headed by Incidental. Captain Widener 
it in charge cf them, and he is sending them 
right along. Protel, Protns, Opera Girl, Cane 
Bun, Pryor and an unnamed two-year-cld all 
look well. Bitser thinks be has some winners 
in his stable this season, and ha deserves to 
have, too, for he has not played in the best of 
jince he has been in the turf basinets. 
‘Kemp Pst terson has lixteen youngsters at 
the Downs. There is one two-year-old in the 
string that ha it very sweet on. 

“William Bosler’s string, headed by Wilson, 
will be shipped to Little Bock about the middle 
of March. Wilson is by Jim Gore— British Blue 
Blood , and is five years old. He is in splendid 
coadition, end hosier expects him to do some- 
thing as he goes up the line. 

'Paul Egbert has three fine yearlings in his 
care. They are a brown filly by Judge Murray— 
Spinster; bay colt, by St Julian— Miss Spencer, 
and a colt by Bis zes— Miss Alice. 

“Jamas Thornton, after two years of retire- 
ment, is again in the bnsiaets,and has resumed 
bis place as trainer for the firm of Middleton A 
Jnngbluth They have Eugenia Wickes, Flora 
Loniee and a half dozen others, among which is 
a Derby candidate. 

“John Colvin has opened a public stable at 
the Downs and has a half dozen horses under 
bis esre. He was George Long’s trainer for a 
number of years. 

“Trainer W(st has MoKie Newman, Flaunt 
and a number of other horses. Flaunt is the 
Derby candidate and locks well, but West is 
not saying whether the colt will go to the 

post.’’

Says the Memphis Scimitar: “Where we will 
stable all the horses that are coming here is 
more than I can tell.’’ said Secretary Maefsr- 
lan this morning, “Look at the list of notable 
stables here: J. W. Schorr A Son, C. T, Patter- 
son, W. H. Landemaa, J. C. Cahn, A. Cahn, 
J. S, O’Briea, Col. W. L. Simmons, Thomas 
Gary, T. P. Hayes, Keith A Patten, W, H. May 
A Bon, George J. Long, J. J. Marklein, H. Tom- 
linson A Co., James Griffin A Co., Bobinson A 
Leach, W. W. Darden, Lewis Byan, B. Tucker,

to say nothing of a number of lesser lights of 
the turf. 

“Already there are enough horses at Mont- 
gomery Park to give a first-class meeting, and 
they are the representative stables of tbe west. 
Several of them will ship direct from Mont- 
gomery Park to tbe New York circuit, G. T. 
Patterson having already signified his inten- 
tions of going east at the close of this meeting. 
Some will go to Nashville and others direct to 
Louisville, St. Louis or Chicago. There will 
not be another meeting in the west where so 
many good horses will race at one time. It 
seems that they have centered on Memphis as a 
wintering place, and an unusual number are 
here for this time of the year.” 



Bacing at New Orleans has not attracted 
many northerners this winter. Tbe few who 
migrated south in December have returned to 
their metropolitan hanuts. The class of horses 
racing there is of poor quality and the fields 
light in numbers. Bacing is overdone at tbe 
Crescent City. Its population is neither large 
enough nor wealthy enough to stand the inces 
saat drain necessarily required to support a 
contionons performance of nearly four months 
There will be many a turf derelict on the banks 
of tbe Mississippi by the time April roils into 
view. — Turf, Field and Farm. 



Major John S. Clark, a well known breeder of 
thoroughbreds, died reeen;ly at the High Oaks 
Sanitarium, near Lexington, Ky. Major Clark 
was 59 years of age. He earned his title in the 
Union army, and then became law partner of 
the late Senator James B. Beck. Retiring from 
the bar, he established tbe Cold Stream Stnd 
in tbe Blnegrass region, where be had such 
really great race horses as Jim Gore, Sun 
Glimpse, Sunburst, St, llario and Locohatebee', 
one of tbe stailione now standing for public 
service at Mr, P. Lorillard’s Rancocas Farm. 
Tbe major was an active member of the old 
Kentucky Association. 

NASHVILLE STAKES. 



Last autumn it was tbe intention of the 
officials of the Tennessee Breedeis’ Association, 
of Nashville, Tenn., to open something like the 
old-time list of stakes formerly annually ae- 
cided over the fast Cumberland Park track. It 
was the understanding at that time that Nash- 
ville was to have a week clear of competi- 
tion. Subsequently tbe Louisville Jockey Club 
claimed dates clashing with Nashville, and this 
has led to a material curtailment of the stake 
program intended to be offered. As the mat- 
ter stands now the Nashville week ef rac- 
ing will be mainly one of good overnight 
parses, for which there will no doubt 
be abundant competitien, Tbe stakes have 
bsen limited to three in nnmber, the terms ef 
which are advertised in this issue of DaiiiV

The Aqueduct stakes are to bs increased all 
aronnd from the Garter Handicap down. The 
Queens Gonnty Jockey Club began its career in 
a modest way, but it has secured so satisfactory 
a status and made so sure of the support of tbe 
public that it is a pleasure to note that the 
management is making a decided effort to ad- 
vance the standard of its spurt. The sums 
added to the stakes will be increased by 
amounts ranging from $300 to $100. Mr, Reilly, 
the president, denies the story that sod has 
bsen broken for a new racetrack to be operated 
by him at Buffalo. 

The Ontario Jockey Glnb will bald its spring 
meeting this year in tbs latter part of May, be- 
ginning on the 24th and ending Jane 2, thus 
coveiiLg a period of nine days. The Queen’s 
Plate will be run on Her Majesty’s birthday. 
Secretary W. I. Fraser annonnees that no race 
of leas value than the sum of $400 will be run, 
and all the indications point to a prosperous 
meeting. 

Charles Kerr baa leased Yo El Bey from 
Charles Fair, and will place him in the stud at 
the Antrim stock farm, near Bakersfield, Cali- 
fornia. Yo El Bey, whe is now eight years old, 
is a full brother to Yo Tambien and Bey del 
Sierras. The latter is in the stud at Theodore 
Winter’s stock farm and two of his get— Prin- 
cess Zeika and Silver Bullion — have performed 
well this season. 

It is stated that jockey Ratter is in Lexing- 
ton trying to secure reinstatement so that he 
can ride this year for Mrs. E. O. Pepper. If 
this is true Batter is in the wrong place. He 
should ba in New Orleans trying to convinee 
Captain Rees that he did nothing wrong here 
last summer. If he can succeed iu doing this 
there will be no tronble about his riding again. 
Otherwise be is a goaer. 

It is reported from California that jockey 
Charles Thorpe will retire from riding at the 
close of the racing season in California. As a 
result of keeping down to weight his health has 
baen bad for some time, and hs has decided to 
retire to his stock farm in Nebraska. He has 
accumulated a competency and can live com- 
fortably, 

Philip McGovern is a brother of Terry. As 
though that were not fame enough, this young- 
ster is only thirteen years old, doesn’t weigh 
more than sixty ponuds, and is a promising in- 
mate of Mr. P, J. Dwyer’s stable. Frank Mc- 
Cabe likes tbe youngster and the indications 
are that he will be worth watching. 

Hon. Jacob Ruppert has shipped to the farm 
of Messrs. Hinde A Baker, Kentucky, tbe chest- 
nut horse 3t. Domingo, foaled 1890 by St. Blaise 
—Lady Primrose, by The Ill-Used- Lady Rose- 
bery, by Kingfisher, and he will be placed in 
tbe stud. St. Domingo is royally bred and 
should make a mark as a sire. 

The Messrs. Morris Bros, have received an 
offer for their two-year-olds. Choice and Plead, 
from Charles Vandnsen.
